Vitamin E May Raise Death Risk 


NEW ORLEANS I High doses of vitamin E, 
which millions of people take to protect them- 
selves against heart attacks, Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease and other ailments, appear to actually 
increase the overall risk of dying, research- 
ers reported Wednesday. 

A new analysis of data from 19 studies 
involving nearly 136,000 people concluded 
that the overall risk of dying began to increase 
at the dose in a typical single capsule of vita- 
min E, and that the more vitamin E people 
took, the more their risk of death rose. 

Someone taking 400 international units 
of vitamin E a day for five years, for example, 


would face a 5 percent higher risk of dying, 
the researchers found. 

The study found no increased risk from 
lower doses, particularly at doses of 200 
international units or below, and perhaps 
even a benefit. A typical multivitamin con- 
tains between 30 and 60 international units 
of vitamin E. 

The study, which did not examine how 
high- dose vitamin E might increase the 
risk for death, was reported Wednesday at 
an American Heart Association conference 
and was also published online by the Annals 
of Internal Medicine, rob stein (ap) 


Gonzales 
Picked for 
AG Post 

White House counsel helped 
shape strategy for terror war 

WASHINGTON I President Bush nominated 
White House counsel Alberto Gonzales, who 
helped shape the administration’s controver- 
sial legal strategy in the war on terror, to be 
attorney general Wednesday. If confirmed he 
would be the first Hispanic ever to serve as 
the nation’s top law enforcement officer. 

“He is a calm and steady voice in times 
of crisis,” Bush said. “He has an unwavering 
principle of respect for the law.” 

After complaints about civil rights abuses 
in the name of fighting terror, Gonzales said, 
“There should be no ques- 
tion regarding the depart- 
ment’s commitment to jus- 
tice for every American. 

On this principle there 
can be no compromise.” 

A Harvard- educated 
attorney whose parents 
were migrant workers, the 
soft-spoken Gonzales would succeed John 
Ashcroft, one of the most powerful and polar- 
izing members of Bush’s Cabinet. 

The American Civil Liberties Union, a 
chief critic of Ashcroft’s policies, reserved 
judgment on Gonzales, but its executive direc- 
tor, Anthony Romero, said, “What we do know 
raises some significant doubts and trouble.” 

Gonzales drew criticism after the Sept. 11, 
2001, terror attacks when he wrote a memo 
in which Bush claimed the right to waive 
anti-torture law and international treaties 
providing protections to prisoners of war. 
That position drew fire from human rights 
groups, who said it helped lead to the type of 
abuses uncovered in the Abu Ghraib prison 
scandal, terence hunt (ap)

Alert Lowered for Financial Targets 



Institutions in N.Y., 
D.C., N.J. to drop to 
code yellow or elevated’ 

WASHINGTON I Federal authorities 
lowered the terror alert status for 
areas around financial institutions 
in New York, Washington and 
Newark, N. J., saying Wednesday 
that additional security precau- 
tions had reduced the threat. 

Lowering the threat level from 
orange to yellow — the midpoint 
on the government’s five -level ter- 
ror warning system — comes three 
months after the alert was raised 
because of concerns the institutions 
and the areas around them could 
be al Qaeda targets. Yellow is “ele- 
vated,” while orange is considered 
a “high” threat of attack. 

Homeland Security Deputy 
Secretary James Loy said securi- 


ty improvements made since the 
threat was raised Aug. 1 allowed the 
government to make the change. 
However, he warned the threat of an 


al Qaeda attack remains serious. 

“We are as concerned today as we 
were a month ago,” Loy said. 

The announcement prompted 


police in Washington to remove 
vehicle checkpoints near the 
Capitol that went up after the 
threat was raised and had become 
a source of frustration for area resi- 
dents. Meanwhile, New York City 
officials chose to keep the city at 
orange, where it has been since the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks. 

Last summer, Homeland 
Security officials raised the 
threat level for areas surround- 
ing the New York Stock Exchange 
in New York; the International 
Monetary Fund and World 
Bank buildings in Washington; 
and Prudential Financial 
Inc.’s headquarters in Newark.

Al Qaeda Tape May Feature Calif. Man 


WASHINGTON I A videotape of a 
purported al Qaeda member call- 
ing himself “Azzam the American” 
and threatening attacks on the 
United States may be a terror sus- 
pect from California wanted by the 
FBI, U.S. officials say. 

FBI Director Robert Mueller 
announced in May that the 


bureau was looking for Adam 
Yahiye Gadahn, 26. Investigators 
said Gadahn, who grew up on a 
farm in Riverside County, Calif., 
and converted to Islam as a teen, 
moved to Pakistan, attended al 
Qaeda training camps and served 
as an al Qaeda translator. 

Some counterterror officials 


believe Gadahn maybe the person on 
a 75 -minute video given to ABCNews 
last month in Islamabad, Pakistan. 

The tape was delivered to ABC 
on Oct. 22 and aired several days 
later. 

The speaker praised the Sept. 11 
attacks, called Osama bin Laden 
and his deputy his leaders, and said 
a new wave of attacks could come 
at any moment, (ap) 


WAS H I N G TO N I Driving 6 mph over 
the speed limit got Roy Caballes 
pulled over.

Foreman Ousted 


Judge removes second 
juror in 2 days; panel 
to restart deliberations 

REDWOOD CITY, CALIF. I The judge 
in the Scott Peterson murder trial 
removed the foreman from the jury 
Wednesday, the second time in two 
days a juror has been sent home. 

The judge did 
not disclose why 
he removed juror 
No. 5., a man in his 
mid-40s who has 
both medical and 
law degrees. The 
juror was replaced 
by an alternate whose son-in-law 
now owns a restaurant that Scott 
and Laci Peterson themselves once 
owned. 

Judge Alfred A. Delucchi told 
the new panel to start all over with 
their deliberations — for the second 
day in a row. 


Jurors sat impassively, some 
grim-faced, as the judge announced 
the change. They have endured a 
five -month trial and have been 
sequestered since deliberations 
began Nov. 3. 

On Tuesday, a juror was removed 
after reportedly doing her own 
research on the case — a violation 
of court rules. In June, a juror was 
dismissed after he was spotted talk- 
ing to Laci Peterson’s brother. 

The trial started with six alter- 
nates, and Wednesday’s move leaves 
the jury pool with just three remain- 
ing alternates. 

Juror No. 6, a man who works 
as a firefighter and paramedic, was 
elected as the new foreman. 

During the trial, he at times 
seemed uninterested in the pro- 
ceedings. He was seen rolling his 
eyes on occasion, specifically during 
the playing of tape-recorded conver- 
sations between Peterson and his 
girlfriend, Amber Frey, (ap)

Boston’s ‘Big Dig’ 
Tunnel System 
Plagued by Leaks 

BOSTON I The Big Dig is riddled 
with leaks that are dumping mil- 
lions of gallons of water into the 
$14.6 billion tunnel system, accord- 
ing to an engineer hired to inves- 
tigate the cause of a massive leak 
in September. 

Locating and fixing the hun- 
dreds of leaks could take up to 10 
years, said Jack K. Lemley, a con- 
sultant hired by the Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority to investigate 
the problem. The last major leg of 
the Big Dig project opened less than 
a year ago. 

“There is no public safety issue,” 
Turnpike Authority Chairman 
Matthew Amorello said Wednesday, 
adding that the tunnels remain 
structurally sound. 

Lemley told The Boston Globe 
that repairing September’s leak 
alone would require two months 
and lane closures. Amorello said 
that taxpayers and motorists who 
pay tolls will not foot the bill for

Grim Prospects for Arafat 


Palestinian leader suffering kidney, liver failure 


CLAMART, FRANCE I Yasser Arafat 
has suffered brain damage, and kid- 
ney and liver failure, the Palestinian 
prime minister said Wednesday, but 
a top Muslim cleric ruled out any 
possibility of life support being 
turned off. 

French Prime Minister Jean- 
Pierre Raffarin said late Wednesday 
that the Palestinian leader was in 
his “final hours,” telling France- 
2 television: “I hope that we can 
respect the final hours of a man 


who is approaching death.” 

Palestinian Foreign Minister 
Nabil Shaath said Arafat, who was 
in a deep coma and connected to a 
respirator and a feeding tube, had 
suffered brain damage because of 
a hemorrhage. Only his heart and 
lungs were functioning, he said. 

As optimism faded, cars plas- 
tered with Arafat posters con- 
verged outside his compound in 
Ramallah, horns blaring. Nearly 
1,000 Palestinians took to the nar-

row streets and alleys of Yarmouk 
refugee camp near the Syrian capi- 
tal of Damascus, shouting their love 
for Arafat. 

As Arafat’s condition deterio- 
rated, aides made plans to fly his 
body to Cairo for a funeral, then 
to his Ramallah headquarters for 
burial. The decision by Palestinian 
leaders to bury Arafat in Ramallah 
defused a potential conflict with 
Israel, which had refused a demand 
for a Jerusalem burial. 

While Arafat’s illness remains 
publicly undisclosed, his condi- 
tion has steadily worsened during 
his 13 days at the Percy Military 
Training Hospital southwest of

Terror Suspects Arrested 
After Standoff in The Hague 

Dutch forces overpowered two ter- 
rorist suspects Wednesday after a 
15 -hour standoff in The Hague.

Foreigners 
Clear Out of 
Ivory Coast 

Anti-French violence 
leads to evacuation of 
once-peaceful country 

ABIDJAN, IVORY COAST I France, the 
United States and other nations 
launched one of the largest evacu- 
ations of Africa’s post-independence 
era Wednesday, requisitioning com- 
mercial jets to fly out thousands of 
foreigners following attacks on civil- 
ians and peacekeeping troops. 

Ivory Coast’s state TV alternately 
appealed for calm and for a mass 
uprising against the French, the 
country’s former colonial rulers. 

French President Jacques Chirac 
demanded that President Laurent 
Gbagbo rein in thousands of his 
hard-line supporters, now leading 
the anti-French street violence. 

The mayhem erupted Saturday 
when Ivory Coast warplanes killed 
nine French peacekeepers and an 
American aid worker in an airstrike 
on the rebel-held north. France 
wiped out the nation’s new air force 
on the tarmac within hours. The 
retaliation sparked violence by loy- 
alist youths, who took to the streets 
waving machetes and clubs. 

Including the airstrike, the tur- 
moil since Saturday has claimed at 
least 27 lives and wounded more

Troops Rack Up Advances in Fallujah 


Iraqi general: Forces 
find slaughterhouses’ 
used by kidnappers 

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I U.S. troops, on 
the verge of gaining control of the 
city, fought pockets of resistance 
in this former militant stronghold 
Wednesday and uncovered what the 
Iraqi commander said were “hos- 
tage slaughterhouses” in which for- 
eign captives had been killed. 

Insurgents sought to open a sec- 
ond front, mounting attacks out- 
side Fallujah and kidnapping three 
relatives of Prime Minister Ayad 


Allawi. Militants also claimed to 
have abducted 20 Iraqi National 
Guard troops in Fallujah. 

Americans hit the militants 
with artillery and mortars, and 
warplanes fired on the city’s main 
street and market as well as Jolan, 
one of several neighborhoods where 
troops skirmished with militants. 

In what could be a sign of prog- 
ress, the Marines began turning over 
Jolan to Iraqi forces, signaling that 
Marines consider the area relatively 
secure. Jolan was considered one 


of the strongest positions held by 
militants inside Fallujah. 

The Iraqi commander, Maj. Gen. 
Abdul Qader Mohammed Jassem 
Mohan, announced the seizure of 
the abandoned houses in northern 
Fallujah that he said contained hos- 
tages’ documents, CDs showing cap- 
tives being killed and black clothing 
worn by militants in videos.

Microsoft Search 
Engine Launches 


Fed Hikes Interest Rate a Quarter-Point 


Web technology 
takes aim at leading 
powerhouse Google 

SEATTLE I Microsoft Corp. will debut 
its own Web search technology on 
Thursday, hoping to challenge 
Google Inc.’s long dominance of 
the field with results tailored to a 
user’s location and answers from 
its Encarta encyclopedia. 

Google signaled that it is ready 
for alight, announcing Wednesday 
that it would nearly double the 
amount of Web pages available to 
search through its site. 

The Microsoft search engine, 
offered in 11 languages, will ini- 
tially be available on a special 
“test” site. Gradually, some users 
visiting Microsoft’s MSN site may 
find that the existing search bar 
uses the new search engine, said 
Adam Sohn, a director with the 


company’s online division. But 
a full rollout isn’t expected until 
early next year. 

Redmond-based Microsoft has 
long offered a search engine on its 
MSN Web site, but the technology 
behind it was powered by subsid- 
iaries of Yahoo Inc. 

Earlier this year, company execu- 
tives conceded they had erred by not 
developing their own search technol- 
ogy and said they had devoted $100 
million in an aggressive catch-up 
effort. The company also pledged to 
clearly separate paid search results 
from those based purely on the rele- 
vancy, something its previous search 
engine hadn’t done. 

Microsoft also plans to offer by 
year’s end a test version of its hotly 
anticipated technology for quick- 
ly locating e-mail, Web pages and 
other files on desktop computers.

Hearts and Minds 


Two musicians set 
out to change the 
musical landscape 

MUSIC I Andrew Bird is a violin 
virtuoso. But rather than saw 
away at the same Mendelssohn 
and Shostakovich warhorses for 
the long-hairs of the world, Bird 
writes songs. Thoughtful, moody 
songs featuring his laconic vocals 
and unusual violin treatments. 

Equally at home with classical, 
folk and the avant-garde, each suc- 
cessive Bird album has woven those 
elements more seamlessly than the 
last. He’s not afraid to run that vio- 
lin through effects, nor to whistle 
when the song calls for it. But 
that song is likely to be a s 
waltz or a fingerpicked 
folk song. This is not your 
father’s folk music. 

Bird’s latest, “Weather 
Systems,” was put out by 
Ani DiFranco’s Righteous 
Babe label — quickly 
becoming a home for 21st- 
century folk music. The album 
boasts contributions from mem- 
bers of spooky country- orchestra 
group Lambchop. Bird is also an 
adjunct member of the Squirrel 
Nut Zippers. He’s among the best 
of America’s underground of smart, 
literate songwriters. 

Which puts him in good com- 
pany with Washington’s Jenny 
Toomey, who shares the bill this 
Thursday. Her 2001 double album, 
“Antidote,” is the high-water 
mark of a career that includes her 
bands Tsunami, Liquorice and 



Grenadine. One disc was record- 
ed in Nashville, the other half in 
Chicago — and both featured the 
help of Bird plus members of Ida, 
Lambchop and the Cocktails. 

If it seems a little schizoid, well, 
the split perfectly evokes the falter- 
ing relationship that preoccupies 
the narrator of these songs. 

Her 2002 album, “Tempting,” 
was dedicated to the songs of 
West Coast songwriter Franklin 
Bruno. Backed by members of 
Tuscon, Ariz.’s Calexico (founded 
by two members of Giant Sand), 
Toomey ’s gorgeous pipes uncov- 
ered the sensuousness behind 
Bruno’s intricate Gershwin- esque 
compositions. 

Toomey spent much of the 
last two years building on 
her experience as co- 
owner of the semi- 
nal Simple Machines 
label by shepherding 
the activist Future of 
Music Coalition.

Bad things happen 
to good princes in the 
sea-story ‘Pericles’ 

STAGE I It’s hardly ever performed 
nowadays, the text may have been 
cobbled together by various authors 
and its characters lack the depth 
of those in atypical Shakespearian 
play. So why is the Shakespeare 
Theatre performing “Pericles”? 

Because it’s cool. It’s got tem- 
pests (no, not THE Tempest), 
pirates, incest, princesses and just 
general trials and tribulations — call 
“Pericles” a soap opera for the early 
Jacobean set. One of the most pop- 
ular plays of the period, “Pericles” 
marked one of Shakespeare’s first 
romantic adventures. 

The titular protagonist (Ryan 
Artzberger) is not a typical one by 
Shakespeare’s standards: The prince 
is, well, perfect. He lacks that “tragic 
flaw.” Despite — or because of —his 


virtue, bad things just seem to keep 
happening to him, the poor guy. 

It all starts when Pericles must 
decipher a riddle to win the hand of 
a princess. He discovers a horrible 
(and icky) secret and flees for his 
life. Pericles sails from kingdom to 
kingdom and gains and loses a fam- 
ily, all while having adventures. 

Directed by Mary Zimmerman, 
winner of the 2002 Tony Award 
for directing “Metamorphoses,” 
the play also features veteran D.C.

MUSIC I Silence comes first. 

Music is the way notes divide 
and bracket silence. So there’s a 
tension implied in music — you 
stretch and pull away from silence 
only to be snapped back again. 

One thing minimalist music 
does is savor the silence between 
musical notes by eliminating any 
sound deemed unnecessary to con- 
vey the essential emotion. 

Sylvain Chauveau is a minimal- 
ist.

It’s a hybrid of church and lab- 
oratory — much like Flashpoint, 
where Chauveau appears 
Sunday. 

So it’s no surprise that Chauveau 
has toured with Icelandic atmo- 
spherists Sigur Ros. He also has 
the fine taste to mention his fond- 
ness for Washington sound artist 
Richard Chartier. 

Chauveau’s own songs fall some- 
where in between the hymn -like 
beauty of the former and the stark 
experimentalism of the latter. 

His fifth album, “Feathers in 
My Head,” is the soundtrack to 
a French film of the same name

The Lady Sings Soul 


Ledisi turns jazz 
clubs into juke joints 
and music into truth 

MUSIC | In the black American 
church vernacular, Ledisi doesn’t 
sing; she sangs. 

Like most of her contemporaries, 
she’s drawn to the melismatic gos- 
pel. But Ledisi has other things 
going that distinguish her from 
the bloat of R&B sirens. 

As the title of her recent disc, 
“Soulsinger,” implies, Ledisi, at 
Blues Alley for a four-night run, 
belts out songs with testifying 
conviction, often channeling the 
salty blues from her New Orleans 
birthplace by way of her stomping 
ground of Oakland, Calif. 

Better still, she exhibits remark- 
able control over her voice. When 
employing the melismatic tech- 
nique, she fuels it with a smol- 
dering, sultry tone. And she has

a gift for nuance, animating her 
flow with bluesy growls, twangy 
southern accents and bebop- 
informed scats. 


Conceptually and sonic-wise, 
“Soulsinger” places Ledisi in the 
nascent neo-soul crowd that’s 
increasingly becoming overcrowd- 
ed with class-A, if interchangeable, 
performers. 

Fortunately, though, she doesn’t 
fall prey to boho artiste shtick that 
can sometimes make Erykah Badu 
and India.Arie agonizing. 

Ledisi sings straight from the 
hip, balancing the usual themes of 
sweet, sticky lovemaking, unrequit- 
ed love and self-affirmation with 
gutsy observations on domestic 
violence, drug abuse and urban 
plight. 

And for her four-night Blues 
Alley run, she’ll transform D.C.’s 
premier jazz club into a Saturday- 
night juke -joint and Wednesday- 
night church revival all at once.

Language 
As a Weapon 


‘True Whispers’ 
tells the story of the 
Navajo code-talkers 

FILM I Nobody ever expected you 
to believe everything that was 
on “The X Files.” Liver-eating 
mutants, alien abductions, Robert 
Patrick’s New Yawk accent: all utter 
hogwash. 

But the Navajo code -talkers? 
They were real. Not so much the 
part about exposing extraterrestri- 
al conspiracies, but during World 
War II, Navajo recruits trained in 
cryptography did, in fact, thwart 
the Japanese. 

Valerie Red-Horse’s moving 
documentary “True Whispers: The 
Story of the Navajo Code Talkers” 
screens Thursday and Saturday 
at the National Museum of the 
American Indian. 

Before the war, the U.S. gov- 
ernment forcibly removed Indian 
children to boarding schools where 
they were punished for speaking 
their native tongues. 

It’s a good thing the indoctri- 
nation didn’t take. When Japanese 
linguists proved adept in decipher- 


ing whatever the military might 
dream up, the Marines hit upon 
the notion of building a code from a 
language the enemy had no chance 
of knowing. 

Several hundred bilingual 
youths — many no more than 
boys, really — transmitted sen- 
sitive information to and from 
the front lines using a system 
devised by Navajo servicemen. 
So intricate that even Navajo 
speakers unschooled in its com- 
plexities couldn’t unravel it, the 
code eluded the best efforts of 
the Japanese. The mere fact of its 
existence remained classified for 
more than 20 years. 

“True Whispers” is a story of 
ingenuity, heroism and a patriotism 
that almost defies understanding. 
“Semper Fi” meant everything to 
the code -talkers — even when it 
meant nothing to Uncle Sam.

The Redskins’ Anger Management 

‘Mad scientist’ Williams leads NFLs top defense I f 


REDSKINS I The architect of the 
NFL’s top-ranked defense needs 
to watch his temper. 

“Oh, yeah, that’s me,” Gregg 
Williams said. “I think as a coach 
you have to be you, and I think the 
fact that I show my emotions allows 
the defense to play passionately.” 

Williams’ passion is working 
wonders with the Washington 
Redskins. Despite injuries to sev- 
eral top players, Williams has cob- 
bled together an aggressive, blitzing, 
hard-hitting unit that’s allowing a 
league-low 261 yards per game. 

Given the team’s poor offense, 
Williams’ defense is the sole reason 
the Redskins (3-5) are not among 


the worst in the league. 

“Gregg Williams, that’s the bad 
guy,” cornerback Fred Smoot said. 
“He’s like a mad scientist with a 
sense of humor, if you can imag- 
ine that.” 

Williams does not mingle in 
the middle of the field with other 
coaches before a game to wish the 
opponents luck because he does not 
wish them luck. When his defense 
played its worst half of the season, 
allowing 17 points to Green Bay, he 
said he gave a halftime speech that 
“would have been rated R, triple X 
or whatever.” 

The defense responded by throt- 
tling the Packers in the second half.

“I’m a very, very, very competi-

One man’s trash is 
a Broadway costume 
designer’s treasure 

It’s 2 a.m. and Tobin Ost is walking 
through the East Village on his way 
home from a party. A glimmer from 
the gutter catches his eye — the rem- 
nants of a snack bag. He pockets it, 
a fragment of New York destined 
for Broadway. 

Ost, the costume designer for 
“Brooklyn The Musical,” has been 
on a two-year scavenger hunt. 

Days before the show opened 
in October, Ost was still search- 
ing in garbage cans and through 
Dumpsters for detritus of New 
York to fashion into costumes.

Near the end of “Brooklyn,” Keller 
arrives on stage wearing a gown 
made of black garbage bags and 
silver duct tape, embellished with 
a flounce of bright yellow police - 
caution ribbon. 

In another scene, she twirls on a 
catwalk to display a cape styled from 
dirty stuffed animals stitched into a 
stole. “We scoured every Salvation 
Army in Manhattan looking for 
slightly used stuffed animals,” Ost 
said. 

Director Jeff Calhoun wanted 
“Brooklyn” to evolve in an organ- 
ic manner, with sets and ward-

What is your point of view of adver- 
tising’s stranglehold on our culture 
with respect to children? 

Dr. Clotaire Rapaille, who is fea- 
tured in the program, has studied 
this issue and came up with a some- 
what surprising insight. He believes 
that the content of advertising 
doesn’t affect children as much as 
the structure, e.g., children become 
used to constant interruptions of 
stories, lots of short and fast moving 
“spots” as opposed to long stretches 
of content. And this makes them 
less focused, less tolerant of con- 
centrated content. 

I also worry about my three small 
kids starting to think everything is 
for sale. I constantly remind them 
that the things that give them the 
most pleasure in life are not things 
you can buy in a store. 

In the program, Douglas Rushkoff 
asks: “What happens when adver- 
tisers assume the roles of our writ- 
ers, journalists and entertainers?” 
How would you answer him? 

Our culture gets “blandified.” 
It gets flattened out, and becomes 
entertaining rather than stimulat- 


ing or challenging. Culture is dulled 
by the influence of advertising. 

Do you sense a fundamental shift in 
how companies view their custom- 
ers and the degree to which those 
companies believe that the public 
can be influenced or sold? 

The rhetoric of today’s advertis- 
ers is that the consumer is king. 

Consumers have more power 
and choice than ever before, with 
TiVo, the Internet, and hundreds 
of TV channels to choose from. So 
companies and advertisers talk a 
lot about “listening” to the con- 
sumer, about respecting the con- 
sumer, about not talking down to 
the consumer. But what does that 
really mean, I wonder? How much 
does that kind of listening result in 
products that really reflect peoples’ 
needs and desires?
